WOWER TO OPERATE EFFECTIVE. 


By far the most interesting part of 
pir. Maltbie's conclusion, however, is 
that actual ownership and operation is 
mot necessary for the success of the 
municipal ownership idea.

Sary or desirable, in many instances, 
has been as effective as actual opera- | 
tion—that the mere fact that a city / 
has the power to step in and operate 
an undertaking itself often makes the | 
exercise of this pewer upnecessary. 

“It has been found in Great Brit- | 
ain that no system of cofitrol or reg- 
wiation is compiete withoat the wer 
in the hands of the 
purchase and operate.” says ue.

“In the follewing anaylsise of the 
results of public and private manage- 
ment, it should be borne in mind that 
such a comparison is not a compari- 
son of unicipal with private opera- 
tion, subject to no restraining force.

devised in reat Britain, and with 
private management that has 
chastened and bettered by the fear of 
public condemnation, by the restraint 
of government regulation, and the 
possibility of municipailigzation.

examination are not the only good in- 
stances of municipal operation. 
Discussing progress and Ahe intro- 
duction of new inventions, Mr. Malt- 
bie’s view is that the municipal plants 
are as modern, as efficient, and as 
fully up-to-date as the company un- 
dertakings. It has also been shown, 
he declares, that the municipal plants 
yield good results, viewed from 
standpoint of operating efficiency. He 
also gives it as his opinion that the 
encouragement .given to the produc- 
tion of new inventions and the dis- 
covery of new processes by a probable 
demand for them, is.certainly as great 
under mvnicipal operation as under 
private management, for @ munici- 
palities are as free and eager to adopt 
improved methods and inventions as 
we have seen them to be, there will 
be as great a demand as where pri- 
vate companies are in complete con- 
trol of public utilities. Indirectly, yy 
the municipalities have encouraged tn- 
ventive genius by taking the same pu- 
sition that has been adopted by -he 
best companies.

ELECTRIC PLANTS DISCUSSED, 

The electric Mghting plants Iinvesti- 
gated by the Civic Federation Com- 
mission were the municipal ones at 
Manchester, Liverpool, G and 
the borough of St. Pancras, London, 
and those operated by the Newcastle 
Supply Company, the Newcastle Dis- 
trict Company and the four London 
companies: the city of London, West- 
minster, St. James and Central. 
Charges by the municipal plants were 
more economical, according to Mr. 
Maltbie, the cities charging .6284. per 
unit less than charged by the private 
companies. As to efficiency of serv- 
ice, there was no difference between 
the municipal and the company un- 
dertakings, as regards the promptness 
with which current was turned on 
and complaints attended to, the con- 
venience of the location of offices, the 
testing of meters, the restoration of 

paving after streets were , the 
care given to street work generally, 
although there were more complaints 
upon this score against panies than 
municipalities, the of ex-

The character and equipment of the 
plants investigated is discussed. Mr. 
Maltbie summarizes the result of this 
branch of the examination, saying it 
appears that one of the company sta- 
tions is more modern and efficient than 
any one maintained by a municipality; 
but it is also true that two of the com- 
panties are more backward and have a 
more antiquated equipment than any 
municipality. Upon the whole, the 
municipal undertakings seem to be as 
modern as those belonging to the com- 
panies, but not so well located or ar- 
ranged, and perhaps not quite as ef- 
fictent. 

MALTBIE CONCLUDES REVIEW. 

In concluding his review of the re- 
ports of the experts, Mr, Maltbie says: 

“The opponents of municipal activity 
have frequently tried to scare the 
British voter and to prejudice him 
against the operation of public utili-| 
ties by local authorities by citing the 
large increase in total indebtedness 
within the last fifty years, as compared 
with the decrease of the national debt. 
They have pointed out that the local 
debt has more than trebled in the, 
twenty-five years from 1875 to 1900, 
and that the amount of jocal debt per 
£100 of ratable value of property has 
doubled in the same period, while the 
national debt has decreased almost 18 
per cent. 

“Over 4 per cent. of the local debt 
is for water, gas and electricity works, 
tramways, markets, harbor improve- 
ments, wharves, cemeteries, baths, 
workihngmen's dwellings, etc. In every 
one of these cases the debt is repre- 
sented by physical assets. Besides, there 
are parks, street fmprovements, school 
houses, almshouses, bridges and many 
other investments, which are now be- 
ine used for public purposes and by 
which the present citizens are being 
benefited. What does the national debt 
represent? To a certain extent, public 
works of present use and value, but 
principally war expenditures or ex- 
oY war. to guarantee success in case 

war 

“Purther, debt for productive under- 
—-. such as gas warks, electricity 
pply and tramways, has a quite 
different character from debt for 
schools, parks, prisons, etc. The latter 
do not produce a_ financial return, 
however necessary and valuable they 
may be. They may be even more im- 
portant than electricity works, but the 
mere fact that they are not self-sup- 
porting places them in a distinct class. 
Their debt is a burden upon the tax- 
payer, for he must pay the interest 
thereon as well as the cost of main- 
tenance. But in the case of the three 
public utilities here considered, it has 
been thoroughly demonstrated that the 
interest and fixed charges are paid by 
users or consumers and that fn no In- 
stance has the taxpayer. been called 
upon to make up any deficiency, except 
possibly temporarily, and then he has 

been repaid at a later time. 

“Rut this is not all. It has been 
definitely shewn not only that the debt 
is not a burten upon the taxpayer, 
but that the taxpayer gets a finan- 
clal benefit from municipal operation, 
and therefor from the very,debt which 
is claimed to be a burden upon him. 
It is not evidence. but it is suggestive, 
that the local rates (tax rates) were | 
lower for every group of towns when 
there was municipal operation of gas, 
electricity or trams than where com- 
panies were operating.” 

GIVE OTHER SIDE OF STORY. 

Mr. Edgar and Mr. Clark open their 
comments on the British gas situation 
by pointing out that the private com- 
panies supply gas at lower prices than 
do the municipalities. Thus, the rela- 
tively smal! cities of Newcastle and 
Sheffield get cheaper gas from private 
companies than do the larger cities of 
Manchester, Birmingham or Glasgow.

Their failure to make the best 
reasonably possible gas for their con- 
sumers is consistent with their failure 
to give their consumers the facilities 
and attention that are afforded by the 
companies. We are not discussing 
queations of candle power versus price. 
It is no part of our duty to determine 
whether a company or municipality is 
wise to lower the illuminating value 
of its product that it may sell at a 
lower price.”

good was. £69,912. So it seems that 
this city is playing a losing game wita 
its municipa: plant; it is mujcti its 
gas consumers from £250,000 to £235f,- 
000 a year in order that it may help 
out the municipal treasury with a 
paltry £70,000. 

“In -the case of Manchester, if the 
Newcastle price had prevailed, the gas 
consumers would have saved £47,500;

“In the case of Leicester, at New- 
castie’s price. the consumers woul” 
have saved £65,200, while if Bheffield’s 
price had obtained they would have 
saved £90,500.
